Mannerheim Line Still 
Holds—Pressure Grows 
Less

British United Press Eclusive Cable 
to The Edmonton Bulletin 
HELSINKi, Finland, Feb, 14.— 
The Red army was reported to- 
day to have dented Finnish lines 
in the center of the Karelian 
Isthmus, but to have fallen short 
of gains affecting the general 
strategical positions on the Man- 

nerheim line. 

The Russian advance was under- 
stood to have been made east of 
the Summa sector, where the main 
force of the powerful 13-day 
Soviet offensive has been corncen- 
trated. 

Late Tuesday it was understood, 
the pounding Red army attack 
dented the Finnish defenses there 
and captured several fortified posi- 
tions. Finns said, however, that the | 
developments failed to change the 
strategical situation—that is, the 
Mannerheim line is holding firmly. 
Today, it was said, the Russian 
pressure was less severe than yes- 
terday. 

The slackening of the offensive, 
according to Finnish information, 
may be due to weariness of the 
Russian troops which have suf- 
fered an estimaeed 40,000 casual- 
ties during the drive, or to trans- 
port problems, 

Today's war communique did not 
admit that the Red army had made 
a real “dent” in the Finnish lines, 
but said that thousands of dead and 
dozens of destroyed Russian tanks 
remained in the No-Man's-Land 
section of the front and that the 
battle continued. 

The seriousness of the situation 
was illustrated, however, by the 
posting of notices on street corners 
this morning calling up men of the 
class of 1897—those 43 years old—to 
report to the colors by Feb. 20. 
Some of them already are in service 
as officers or in other capacities, 


German Fliers 
‘To Be Interned

But Japanese Want Pay 
Before Any Lifeboats

VANCOUVER, Feb. 14—Full of 
Praise for their Japanese rescuers, 
59 survivors from the wrecked 
Philippine liner President Quezon 
arrived here last night en route to 
Seattle, which all but seven call 
home. 


“Anything you say about Captain 
S. Siko of the Ukisima Maru 
wouldn't be enough,” said Frank | 
Kinsella, able-bodied seaman from 
San Pedro, Calif. “Any time any 
navigator can pick up 113 men and 
lose only one he deserves all the 
praise you can give him. 


SECOND COOK DROWNS 


“Those Japanese treated us like 
babies. They gave us first aid and 
steam baths and did everything for 

The crewmen said the Ukisima 
Maru arrived on the scene about 7 
a.m, Jan, 27, four hours after the 
President Quezon struck a reef oa 
Tanegashima island, southern 
Japan. All the men were taken off 
by 11 a.m. when the liner sunk. 

Second cook Ed. Walker of San 
Pedro was the only man lost in | 
the transfer of the crew to the 
Ukisima Maru. 

The men said they were nearly all 
asleep when the 8,341-ton ship ran 
@ground, 

Dawn broke to find the Ukisima 
Maru standing by in a squally sea. 
Two other Japanese ships also 
came to the scene, 


PAYMENT DEMANDED | 


The men refused to make any | 
comment on Captain Crispulo On- | 
Tubia’s charge at Manila Feb. 9| 
that the Japanese rescue ship re- 
fused to give the Quezon aid until 
he signed papers guaranteeing to 
pay for the rescue. 

(Captain Onrubia told a marine 
board of inquiry at Manila that | 
the Japanese captain refused to | 
launch a lifeboat until he had 
signed the guarantec.) 

Nearly all of them lost their 
belongings in the wreck, and many 
wore motley clothes they had pick- 
ed up at Kobe before sailing for 
home on the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
liner Heian Maru, which will arrive 
in Seattle today. 

The men began their ill-fated 
voyage at San Pedro Jan. 6. 

The deck officers did not return 
on the Heian Maru but disembark- 
ed at Manila.

French Army Completes 
Anti-Tank Trench Along 
Border of Belgium

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, 
Feb, 14.—The French army has 


dug a 200-mile anti-tank ditch 
along the Belgian border from 
Luxemburg to the English 
channel as part of an extension of 
the Maginot line. It was completed 
far ahead of schedule and three 
weeks before Adolf Hitler's “lucky 
month of March.” 

The ditch follows the Belgian 
border and is supported by gun 
casements, thick beds of barbed 
wire, and a parallel system of anti- 
tank rails. The defense line re- 
places completely an ineffective sys- 
tem of forts smashed by German 
armies in 1914, Decision to fortify 
the zone was made after March 7, 
1936, when Hitler denounced the 
Locarno Treaty and ordered his 
troops to occupy the Rhineland. 


THREAT RECOGNIZED 

The French first constructed a 
series of forts between the Moselle 
river and the channel, The forts 
were completed and occupied be- 
fore the war began in September, 

The anti-tank ditch, wide as a 
canal, was projected when France 
recognized the potential threat of 
a German invasion of Belgium 
and Holland, and the entire sys- 
tem was completed in two years, 

Regardless of the variety of the 
terrain of the south Belgian border, 
the system is a good example of 
fortification in all sectors. It con- 
sists of deeply-dug advanced ma- 
chine gun nests, followed by a “pre- 
liminary resistance” line of rein- 
forced concrete pillboxes armed 
with machine guns and anti-tank 
guns. As in the Maginot line sys- 
fem, advanced posts constitute 
signaling points to warn of enemy 
advances. After fulfilling their mis- 
sion of holding up the vanguard, 
advance post troops fall back upon 
the “preliminary resistance’ line, 
This line's chief feature is the anli-

A Chance for Amateurs 


The department of defence at Ottawa 
is being bombarded with suggestions 
from people of an inventive turn as to how 
to curb the submarine menace. The offi- 
cials, it is explained, examine each pro- 
posal attentively, realizing that “the man 
6n the outside looking in is frequently able 
to suggest some alteration or improve- 
ment which has never occurred to the man 


on the inside”, 

It is good news that the experts are 
maintaining this open-minded attitude. It 
was a school teacher, not a naval sxpert, 
who built the first effective submarine. 
Why not another teacher, or a farmer, or 
@ mechanic, or an office man, hit on the 
idea of how to rid the world of the terror 
it has become? 

No weapon ever forged is invincible. 
The submarine is no exception. Some 
one will some day think of a way to make 
it relatively harmless. That some one is 
quite likely to be a person who is neither 
a sailor nor an engineer. And just as 
likely to be a Canadian as a resident of 
some other country. 

The ingenious ones, it is to be hoped, 
will continue to study the problem and 
send their proposals to Cttawa. A million 
may be impracticable or useless. But if 
only one hanpens to be the right answer, 
the submarine menace will fade from the 
seas, 


Routing Them Out 


Herr Von Papen, who was run out of 
the United States in 1915 for hiring other 
crooks to blow up munitions works and 
the Welland canal, has apparently been 
overating along the same lines in his capa- 
city as Nazi representative in Turkey. 

The Turks unearthed a far-flung 
sabotage plot, as a result of which they 
s -ed the Krupp shipyards at Istanbul, 
eod are making a general clearance of 
Cerman engineers and technical experts 
out of the country. While Von Papen 
was not named in early despatches, his 
record and his position would be both 
falsified if he had no hand in the business 
and the investigators will no doubt find 
him at the end of the trail. 

Germany and Turkey have been good 
customers each of the other, and German 
experts have played a leading part in the 
development of Turkish industry since the 
former war. The discovery that Berlin 
was maintaining an army of sabateurs in 
the country was probably no surprise to 
the Turks. But the summary way they 
have dealt with these marks a definite 
break with the Reich and closer align- 
ment with the Allies against Nazi en- 
croachment in the Balkans. 

Von Papen helped to bring the United 
States into the other war, and may have 
set forces in motion which will bring 
Turkey into this one. 


To Keep Quiet About It 


Mr. Herridge says his New Democracy 
program aims at instituting what he calls 
“national service.” But the voters 
wouldn’t vote for that, his candidates are 
not going to talk about the subject.

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Not Making Headway 


Over the week-end a Norwegian tanker 
struck a mine off the English coast, but 
did not sink. Two armed British trawlers 
were sunk, and 22 seamen killed or 
drowned. Two men on a small British 
freighter were wounded by machine-gun 
fire from a Nazi plane which dropped a 
dozen bombs without hitting the ship. 
A merchantman and a dredger limped into 
British ports, damaged by bombs. A large 
British freighter was towed into a Port- 
uguese harbor, having lost her propeller in 
bad weather, apparenly not crippled by a 
torpedo or a mine which struck her. 

The list is long in proportion to the 
material damage. Admiral Raeder will 
hardly feel that his U-boats and air raid- 
ers got a good “bag.” So far as supplies 
are concerned, the loss to the Allies was 
probably less than the cost of the gasoline, 
bombs, torpedoes and minés used to inflict 
it. The loss of tonnage was not serious. 
The killing and drowning of the seamen 
was of more consequence than the damage 


_to ships and cargoes. 


The new “wave” of submarine attacks 
has been under way for a week, and air 
bombers have been, hovering off the 
British coast daily. While many ships have 
been attacked, a few sunk, and several 
damaged, the net results have not been in 
keeping with the effort. There are more 
ships at sea now carrying cargoes from 
and to Britain than there were when the 
war started. There are not so many large 
type submarines hunting them, and a good 
many Nazi planes and fliers have gone 
down. On balance the war of attrition at 
sea is not succeeding. 


Editorial Notes 


The Finns are appealing for donations 
of skis, one of their largest ski factories 
having been destroyed. If skiing has been 
no better this winter in other parts than it 
has been in Alberta, Canada must have a 
surplus that could be spared. 

Lord Tweedsmuir was the first Gov- 
ernor General of the Dominion to die in 
office. Baron Sydenham, governor of 
Upper and Lower Canada, was killed by 
a fall from a horse ‘n 1841. A predecessor 
in office, the Duke of Richmond, died in 
1819 from hydrophobia resulting from a 
bite by a pet fox. 


An official spokesman at Tokyo ex- 
plains that the Japanese interpretation 
of international law in such cases holds 
that only persons active in fighting ser- 
vices are liable to seizure from neutral 
ships. So, after all, what Tokyo is dis- 
tressed about is not that a Japanese ship 
was stopped by a British warship; but 
that 21 German sailors of military age 
were taken from it. A protest from Berlin 
on this ground could be understood. But 
why should “neutral” Japan be aggrieved 
because the Nazi fleet lost some prospect- 
ive recruits?

Individuals among the neutrals—as individ- 
uals among the nations at war—are quick to 
make private profit where opportunity offers. 
One of the reasons why Britain, to the great an- 
noyance of many Americans, insists on examin- 
ing mail for Germany is because staffs of the 
Hamburg-American and North German Lloyd 
steamship lines, operatifg under the corporate 
name of the Fortra Corporation, act as Ameri- 
can forwarding agents to Germany. Fortra sends 
foodstuffs by wireless into Germariy. It offers 
to send about four pounds of butter, three pounds 
of cheese, a pound of evaporated milk, half a 
pound of coffee and half a pound of cocoa to any 
person in Germany for $8.50. The provisions are 
purchased in Holland by wireless from New 
York, 

The charge is made by British investigators, 
that much smaller amounts of food, costing only 
about $1.50, are contained in the food package. 
The suggestion is that the balance of $7 or there- 
abouts, is used to finance other purchases for 
Germany or to finance German activities on this 
side of the Atlantic. You remember the dis-

Switzerland, which makes a valiant effort to 
preserve precise neutrality as a buffer state be- 
tween France and Germany, has been alert to 
prevent abuses through a rigid import-export 
control system. Only commercial samples, with- 
out value, are allowed to go out without an ex- 
pert license. Yet profiteers 
have tried to use the sample 
privilege. One customs guard 
was impressed with the large 
numbers of sample shoes that passed through 
his post. They were all shoes for the left foot. 
Inquiries of other customs guards revealed that 
large numbers of sample shoes, all for the right 
foot, were being shipped to the same address 
through another post, 

While 250 gram sample packages (250 grams 
is about half a pound) of butter, chocolate, cocoa 
and sugar are allowed to go out, examination 
showed that this privilege was being used for 
smuggling purposes. One 250 gram package con- 
tained a chemical concentrate that would supply 
a needed content to tons of war material. An- 
other 250 gram package was found to contain 
a block of metal. Under the postage stamp was 
written in fine print: “Slow work, but hope to 
deliver the whole ton within a year.” 

It all goes to prove that the Allied blockade 
is being felt inside Germany.

If it’s any comfort to know, people are living 
longer now than in former generations. There 
are some wonderful old folk in Alberta. There 
died at San Antonio a few days ago at age of 96, 
Col. Hatfield Parker, formerly of the N.W. M.P.

Or where is the secret of longevity in the 
case of Capt. Richard Peters—“the oldest soldier 
in the Allied armies in the Great War” who died 
last week at 92. He enlisted at 70, and holding 
the Legion of Honor, won the Croix de Guerre, 
with palm. Famous as a gentleman jockey, 
yachtsman, shot, golfer and figure skating cham- 
pion he played on the first international polo 
team against England. He was a bachelor, but 
chivalry brought him to an untimely end. He 
came to his death from a broken arm and frac- 
tured hip suffered from a fall while doing some 
of the new acrobatic dances at the New Year's 
dance at the Knickerbocker Club, 

The lesson for those who wish to live long 
is to quit these modern dances after ninety.

Insects Attack Forests 

President Smith of the University of “Mani- 
toba made the interesting announcement, a few 
days ago, that the construction of a new 
dominion laboratory to investigate the insects 
and parasites that are damaging Canada’s timber 
resources has been commenced on the university 
campus. 

The establishment of an insect protective 
service in each province is advocated by Dr. C. 
D. Howe, dean of forestry at Toronte University, 
in a report recently published. 

“About twenty years ago,” he says, “an 
epidemic of the spruce budworm destroyed 
many million cords of potential pulpwood sup- 
plies in Eastern Canada. Now another insect 
pest, the spruce sawfly, is assuming epidemic 
proportions in lower Quebec and the Martimes, 
and is spreading westward very rapidly.” 

To combat this latest pest, insect parasites 
were brought from Europe to a breeding plant 
at Belleville, and a hundred million of the para- 
sites have been distributed from there to the 
affected forest areas. The results are now being 
watched. 

“As a result of the enormous losses of pulp- 
wood by insect pests, and their induced diseases, 
and the likelihood that they may recur period- 
ically,” Dr. Hawe states, “the foresters are con- 
vinced that an insect protective service should 
be established by each provincial government, 
not as a separate service, however, but joined 
with the fire protection service.” 

The forests are such a great asset—the basis 
of much industrial activity and a large amount 
of employment—that their protection from alt

On This Date

Fifty years ago this evening (Feb. 14, 1890) 
the House of Commons at Ottawa hed re- 
assembled after dinner, for what promised to be 
a rather dull evening. Sitting in the press gal- 
lery I noticed that William Mulock, John A. 
Barron and some other of the Ontario M.P.'s 
were leaving the chamber. My curiosity was 
aroused and I went to investigate. I found them, 
with some others, at the door of the telegraph 
office alongside the corridor leading to the old 
press room. They were reading a bulletin writ- 
ten by hand on flimsy. It read: 

“Toronto—University building is in flames, 
Expected to be total loss.” 

Mr. Mulock, with his intense love for his 
Alma Mater, told the chief operator to get into 
touch with the Globe office operator and get 
further news. There the future postmaster gen- 
eral, chief justice of Ontario and chancellor of 
the university (all to come) stood beside the 
key listening eagerly to its sounder and reading 
the news over the writer's shoulder before the 
bulletin was finished. He went back to the 
chamber, found he was not needed in the debate 
in progress (he was then, of course, in Opposi- 
tion under Wilfrid Laurier) and returned to the 
corridor where he stood for an hour with tears 
falling on his black beard as the dots and dashes 
told of the destruction of the building in which 
he had spent so many happy hours. 

Then he rallied a group of Toronto graduates 
(ot which there were many on both sides) and 
then and there formed a committee to aid in at 
once rebuilding the university building. I have 
an idea he left for Toronto that night; at any 
rate he was soon back home aiding in the work 
of reconstruction, Then, as ever, he manifested 
his affection for “Varsity,” of which he is now 
the oldest living graduate. All the M.P.- 
graduates, of that time have passed on save Sir 
William, but there are quite a few left of the 
students who, that February night, 50 years ago, 
aided in saving books and other treasures from 
the burning building, among them William Lyon 
Mackenzie King

at the present time, E. E. Owen, 
safety engineer for the Alberta 
Workmen's Compensation Board, 
told the Alberta Dairymen’s Con- 
vention here Wednesday after- 
noon, 

Since the act was first established 
in 1918 the board has expended the 
sums of $7,518,873.91 in paying com- 
pensation, $7,848,542.70 in providing 
for pension awards, and $3,924,881.61

“The construction of safe higl- 
ways is the most important work 
in the engineering field. Stop signs 
at all level crossings where traffic 
enters main highways, adequate 
street lighting, and separate walks 
for pedestrians and bicycle riders 
will contribute very materially to 
safety. The enforcement of prac- 
tical safety regulations applying \o 
pedestrians as well as automobile 
operators is most necessary,” de- 
clared Mr. Owen.
